He 
was educated in British Indian schools 
and did some newspaper work in 
India until 1907, when he was arrest- 
ed for sedition. After six months in 
jail he was liberated for lack of evi- 
dence, but subsequently was arrested 
and released four times. Many com- 
patriots at the same time were either 
hanged or imprisoned for life. 

From India, Chandra went to Ja- 
pan and thence to Seattle, Wash., 
where he remained a year, and met 
Har Dyal. He arrived here in 1914, 
and started his paper, “Gahdr.” In 
1517 he was reported to have been 
deposed as editor, but he kept on pub- 
lishing a payer he called the Hindus- 
tan Gahdr. The case went to the jury 
at 6:03 o'clock this evening.

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CITY NOW DERIVES MUNICIPAL 


INCOME FROM 


SOURCES BESIDES THE LAND TAX 


Three New Forms of Taxation Are Business, Buildings and Improve- 
ments and Income Taxes Approved at Last Session of Legisla- 
ture—Particulars of Imposition and Levy. 


Edmonton is no longer a single tax 
city; this year she derives her munici- 
pal revenue from three other sources 
of taxation in addition to the land tax. 

The thre new forms are the busi- 
ness tax, the tax on building and im- 
provements and the income tax, all of 
which were sanctioned by the provin- 
clal legislature at its last session. 

Every year Mdmonton requires 
about three million dollars to carry on 
the administration of the city and of 
late years something like half of this 
amount has been collected by means 
of the one source of revenue—the 
land tax.

Income Tax

Also no figures are available of the 
estimated cost of collecting these spe- 
cial taxes, and this is a matter which 
must be taken into consideration. For 
the income tax, at least, some special) 
machinery will have to be created, as 
in most cases, the collection of income 
tax has always been regarded as a 
highly scientific proceeding. 

Remisson of Taxes 

There Is one other point which must} 
not be overlooked, as it must most 
certainly effect the revenue to be de- 
rived from the land tax and tax on im- 
provements. This is the remission of 
taxes granted to soldiers enlisted for 
overseas service, together with their 
“ascendents and dependents.” The re-! 
mission of taxes covers the home and 
four lots, and as it includes parents, 
grandparentr, cousins, widows and 
children dependent upon active ser- 
vice men, the total result may mean 
a substantial chunk out of revenue. 

While on the subject of taxes, the 
provisons for discounts and penalties 
under the new charter amendments) 
may be dealt with, It Is set ovt that 
| counci] may by bylaw allow such dis-| 
counts or reductions for the payment 
of all or any taxes or instalments 
thereof, but such discounts shall not 
exceed one percentum for each month 
between the end of the month in 
which payment is made and the end 
of the current year. 

In the event of taxes remaining un- 
paid after the 81st day of December, 
of the year for which the taxes are 
imposed, there can be added a penalty 
equal to 21-2 per cent. of such taxes 
unpaid. A smilar penalty can be im- 
posed quarterly until the end cf the 
year, when the total amount of the 
penalties so added forms part of.the 
| taxes. Following, similar penalties 
can be imposed quarterly and com- 
pounded annually until the whole tax- 
es and penalties are paid, This im- 
position of penalties does not impair 
the right of distress or any other form 
of collection held by council. 

This penalty of 2 1-2 per cent. went 
into operation on April 1, 1918, when 
it wag imposed on all taxes, other than 
taxes for the year 1917, then in arrear, 
end will be continued as provided 
above, 

Income Tax Deductions 

Before dealing with the main pro- 
visions of the three spectal taxes, it 
will be interesting, as affecting a large 
number’ of people, to cite a quotation 
from one of the forms now being pre- 
pared at the city hall, giving “Direc- 
tions to Employers re Income Tax— 
Table of tax to be deducted from 
wages or salaries paid weekly.” 

The first column gives the amount 
of wages paid to the employees and 
the second and third the amounts to 
be dedlicted for income tax.

|Thorough Tests Show That Oil 
Well in Northern Field Will

That well No. of the McArthur 
interests will show a production of 
200 barrels per day was the knowledge 
gained by the company this week, as 
the result of definite and thorough 
tests that have been carried on with 
pumps over a period of several days, 
Says the Peace River Record. 

The manager of the works and all 
officials of the company have been 
most reticent for several months, it 
has been learned from reliable sources 
that the drill has been carried through 
130 feet of the oil bearing sands, As 
the drill descended farther and farth- 
{er into the oil, the pressure increased 
proportionately so that it was found 
necessary to keep the casing close to 
the drill to shut off the pressure of the 
oll and permit of the more free work- 
ing of the drill. 

During the past week a test was 
made of the producing capacity of the 
well, and pumps were put to work for 
two days. As a result of the test, 74 
barrels of petroleum was shown to be 
the averajre production of the well for 
eight hours, Lack of men for the dif- 
ferent shifts prevented any more ex- 
haustive tests, but from the conditions 
jmet with it was estimated that this 
production could be continued without 
cessation, amounting to an average of 
200 barrels per day of twenty-four

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FACTORIES ACT 
AMENDMENTS IN 
FULL FORCE NOW 


Important Changes Made Con- 
cerning Employment of 


Women 
The printed amendments to the 
Factories Act have just been issued 


and are now in full operation through- 
out the province. 

One of the most important changes 
is that dealing with the employment 
of women. No woman, except by spe- 
clal permission of an inspector, in 
writing, shall be employed in any fac- 
tory, shop, office, or office building, 
between the hours of eleven o'clock 
in the avening and seven o'clock of 
the following day. 

The inspector in charge of this part 
of the work Is Mrs, Kneil, and all ap- 
plications for permission to work after 
11 p.m. should be sent in at once tn 
writing. ’ 

The applications should contain full 
information after which an inspection 
will be made, and if conditions per- 
mit an allowance of work to be per- 
formed by women after 11 p.m., may 
be made, otherwise no deviation from 


' this section of the act will be permiss- 


ble. 

This is not Intended as a hardship 
on any woman reasonably employed, 
but rather as a safeguard in checking 
night employment, 

Another important 
the amending of the 
section 28 of the act. Formerly this 
read: “Provided that the Inspector 
may permit employment for a longer 
period on either shift for special rea- 
sons of trade or accident.”’ This has 
been amended to read: “Provided that 
the inspector may permit employment 
for a longer period on either shif: for 
reasons of trade, accident or war pro- 
duction necessities.” Eight hours is 
the regulation period of work per- 
mitted by the act. 

All factories now come under the 
act, no matter, if only one person ‘s 
employed. 

All shops with the exception of drug 
stores are also within the act and all 
persons employed,, including members 
of the employer's own family, come 
under the act. 

Nothing in the act shall apply to any 
shop in which the muin business car- 
ried on is that of a chemist und drug- 
gist. 

Starting next Saturday, any store 
giving the Wednesday half-holiday 
may extend the Saturday shift of its 
employees to 9:30 p.m,

GETS $5,000 FROM

Exemptions

The terrific battle on the West- 
ern front is bound to involve the 
| Canadian army in time, Casual- 
ties have to be expected, and the 
wastage must be made up by re- 
inforcements.

Many Olympic Athletes | 


All Countries Have Lost Star 


Resulting from War—First Olympic Hero After Stock- 
holm Games Was Ralph Rose. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—When the 
Olympic games are resumed after the 
war and athletic followers from many 
lands get together again there will be 
many a famous hero of these great 
international contests to be spoken of 
in saddened tones as fine men who 
have gore to the great beyond Jn 
this respect amateur athletics has suf-! 
fered fully as much in recent years as| 


has pugilism, from which so many 
celebrities have passed of late. Nat- 
ural causes have sent several fine 


Olympic performers to their graves, 
along with those who have made the 
supreme sacrifice for their countries [n 
the great war, The war deaths are, 
of course, in the majority. 


The first Olympic hero to pass away 
after the Stockholm games six years 
ago was Ralph Rose, the giant Cali- 
fornian, who beat the world at putting 
the shot in three successive Olympic 
meets. Rose fell a victim to typhoid 
fever after an illness lasting less than 


tance runner, was the first cinderpath 
champion to fall in the great war, 
Bouin was a sergeant of infantry, and 
died leading his company in a desper- 
ate charge after al! of the officers hal 
been shot down, His death scream 
was: “Vive I'France!""
